The city ui London churches aie iw lie 
reduced one-half. Witliin tho area of 
little more than half a sijuare mile, de- 
signated aa "Loudon Within tho Walls," 
there exist no less than forty-eight 
churches, which, with 8t. Paul's, are 
capable of accoinnuidating 10,000 persons. 
The resident population within this area 
has diminished to 20,000, and the attend- 
ance at al'. tho churches, including St. 
Paul's, is not above 10,000. Ft is i)ropiis- 
ed to retain only twelve of these churches 
and to sell tiu' thirty-si.\ remaining, by 
which it is e.xpected at least a million 
sterling will he realized, and made useful 
for tho erection of fifty other churches in 
the more remote parts of the town and 
its suburbs. 

Rev. Samuel Seabury, father nf the 
lir.st Episcopal Bishop in the L'nited .State.s, 
in Juno, 1708, drew a pri/.c iu a lottery 
nf .!.■,">, OUU, ami iu his daybook lie men- 
tioiiH tho matter tind records his "I'l/s- 
terity, thanks and praise to .Vlmi^lity 
(iod, the giver of all gooil gifts, .Viiioii."

Duriie; the early days of Cariboo gohl 
discoveries the name of " Bill" Cunning- | 
ham was in nearly every one's mouth. 
" Bill " was an American, who went to 
Cariboo early inlStUand "struck it rich" 
on William creek. He came down to 
^'ictoria in tho winter of 1SG2 with a 
awagof gold dust which ho spoilt lavislily. 
Among the very few young ladies who 
then residi'd in this town were the two 
.Misses Sires, daughters cjf .Vniericaii par- 
ents w ho hatl settled here. To the young- 
est of these girls Cunnin^Iuuii paid his 
addresses, proposed and was accepted, 
and shortly married her. The happy pair 
proceeded to Barkerville .and in duo course 
a boy was born to them. Soun afterwards 
Cunningham died suddenly while on a 
[(rospccting tour, but not before his for- 
tune had all been spent. His wido-,v af- 
terwards returned to Puget S.iund with 
the "Cariboo nugget" as the little stranger 
was called by tho rugged miners who had 
hocoiiio very fond of fho troasuro. 'Mrs. 
Cunningham married Ctqitain Solden of 
tho L'. S. r(!Veiiue service and is now lu- 
iiig in Texas. The bny grew to be a 
sturdy fello\r and some two years .ago was 
sent to New York to learn the trade of 
machinist, .\bout the first of last month 
a ninnbor of men from the Now York 
.sho|), including Willie, were sent down to 
Boston to put up a very huge engine for 
the immense pumping works at tliat 
place. On the I'.ttli of September a piece 
of the machine fell, klll)ckill^^ S(!Veral of 
the workmen down, and killing two of 
them — one of the dead being William H. 
Gunniiigbam, the first child born in Cari- 
boo of white parents and tho whilom pet 
of tho mines of tluit oneo ilouri.shing 
section.
